General Assembly Steering Committee today voted 
to put on the Assembly agenda the proposal of Mr 
George Marshall, the United States Secretary of 
State, to establish an interim General Assembly com- 


mittee. to “liberalise the 


voting of the Seenrity 


Council and limit. the veto.” 
The proposal was opposed only by the Soviet 
Union and Poland against 14 delegates voting in its 


‘favour.

clared that: Mr Marshall’s plan was “quite contradic- 
tory to the basic principles of the United Nations’, 


» He denounced’ the proposed com- 
mittee as “illegal* and unconst'tu- 
tonal stating: that function would 
parallel those of the, Security Coun- 
cel 

“If we violate the Charter in one 
case, It would constitute a very dan~ 
yerous habit ‘which mght_ result in 
n situation where the Charter {s 
vompletely disregurded,”, he sald.

DEFENCE. OF VETO 


A voice in defence ef the veto was 
raised by M. Jan Mnusaryk, the 
Czechoslovak Forelgn Minister, who 
opposed “any direct or indirect 
changing of the Charter” to replace 
-the .mulb.; of .unanimity_ 
Four by a majority vote. 
_ Any disturbance of the balance of 
its organs as established by the 
Charter would .weaken. the United 
Nations, he declared. 

M. Vyshinsky’s speech was describ- 
ed as “an absolute falsification of 
the American motives” by Senator 
Warren Austin, the 
representative on the Security Coun- 
cil. speaging in New York last night. 

He accused the Sovict. Union ‘of 
obstruction In the Security Council 
Atomic Commission and the Dis- 
armament Commission, but said that 
the. use of the veto did net mean that 
the United Nations was powerless to 
defend Grecte. 

The ‘Sovict: Union and Poland 
found themselves opposed by all the 
members of the Steering, Committee, 
except Indin who abstaintd, when 
the Committee apreed Jast night to 
Iet un Australian resolution calling 
for less frequent use of the veto go 
forveird to the full Assembly. 

The Soviet Union clashed with the 
United States on this, und also on 
the inclusion in the agenda of the 
Assembly of an Argentine resolution 
ceiling for a revision of the Italfan 
peice treaty—Reuter.

The latter 
subordinate themselves to the Jewish 
Agency—democratically clected 
Jewish national  leadership—and 
éonsequently consider itself the legi- 
timate army of the embryo Jewish 
alate. 

This is acknowledged by all Pales- 
tine Jews except the Irgun and Stern 
members, who denounce the Jewish 
Agency, quibbling to spurn the au- 
thority of Its leaders. Hagana 
brands the extremists as  ‘traltors” 
and claims a moral right to enforce 
their subordination.

HOOVER SEES 
GRIM FOOD 
YEAR AHEAD 


New York, Sept. 21.—Former 
President Herbert Hoover today 
coupted a plea for voluntary ru- 
tioning to tide the world over 
“a grim food year’ with 
warning that the American 
people could not be expected to 
make sacrifices “unless there is 
complete co-operation abroad.” 


Hoover declared in a speech at 


Madison’ Square Garden that such i 


events as the recent political strikes 
of farm workers in’ Italy, which 
paralyse their production of food, 
“do not stimulate American effort.” 


He sald that ‘in recent months the 
world food outlook “has become 
even more distressing,” and added: 
“Due to failure of ogricultural re- 
covery in Europe and Asia, together 
with devastating droughts in other 
parts of the world—Iincluding the 
American corn crop—tHe next 12 
months will be a grim food year.” 


Hoover declared that “the situa- 
tlon will not be solved by panic or 
over husty action. .All countries in 
Europe have thelr harvests ‘which 
niso will supply them for some 
period. In the United States, even 
in the post pessimistic ‘view, we 
have n surplus of human food. 


~—--~ Organised - Measures —- 


“By proper world organisation we 
ought to be able to prevent disaster 
as we did in the 1945 harvest year” 
when, he sald, disaster was averted 
by “organised mensures among the 
deficit nations, by «co-operative 
action among surplus production 
nations, and by self-denial of 
American consumers. ; 

“T should like to add a-word of 
warning. The Amcrican people can- 
not be expected to make the per- 
sonal sacrifices which this pro- 
gramme cntalls unicss there is com- 
plete co-operation abroad.” d 

In discussing the .world crop re- 
port, Hoover declared: “Russia has 
had some crop improvement. We 
is enough to‘supply the 
satellite states."—Associated Press.
